sit dwn with the 
evening paper and 
read of riot calls and mob rule in 
various sections of the nation, turn and cut off the radio 
and indulge in a bit of thought, we often wonder what 
justification there is in breaking" mob violence when it 
means the taking of additional Hves. We read of guards 
being placed about prisons to prevent mobs from taking 
criminals out of the hands of the law. 
We glance over 
column after column and find an item in a distant city, 
“officers slew two in breaking riot,” and its sorter hará 
to figure out. 
What is the use of killing two to save 
one. 
What’s the use of 
stopping a riot if you are en­ 
dangering lives of many people, though they are members 
of the riot ? 
That is a question that often puzzles and 
brings down numerous maledictions upon the heads of 
officers of the law. 
Officers of the law are vested with 
authority, they are not students of human nature, so then 
their ability at guarding criminals or breaking riots can be 
attributed to a sense of duty. Yet the cause of the riot is 
found 
to 
be in human nature. 
Human beings rise at 
times to the point of killing, the vast majority are able to 
withstand such desire. Once in a while some hot headed 
fanatic takes matters into his own hands and incites 
others, weaker beings, intellectually, to follow. 
If the 
officer of the law did not stop such acts, it might be that 
such occurances would become common. 
One man might 
bear malice toward another, incite a few of his fellow 
townsmen and go down the road to get him and possibly 
string him up. 
Human nature is vengeful, quick tn re 
sent and just as quick to forgive in most cases. 
It is the 
vengeful side of nature that must be curbed, thgt is the 
reason officers are justified before the courts for carrying 
out their duty. 
Law enforcement is a hard taskmaker and 
yet is the one regulation that will keep some humans 
mindful of consideration due to others.
